We are also 
required to read two books for our most recent 
class, called “Principles of Youth Ministry.” 
The first book is Renewing the Vision, A 
Framework for Catholic Youth Ministry and 
the second one is Effective Practices for 
Dynamic Youth Ministry. Our church library 
has a copy of Renewing the Vision and I 
encourage you to check it out. 

I do get energized when I attend these classes 
and want to bring everything I learned home 
and share it with you! 

One of the things I learned is that the old 
adage is true, “It takes a village to raise a 
child.” Last year we had over two hundred 
children and youth, grades K-12, in our 
program. There is no way one or two people 
can form all of those faith lives! I am just a 
Coordinator of Youth Ministry, but ALL of 
you are Youth Ministers. If you are an usher 
and you smile and say hello to those youth 
walking through the door, then you have 
created a welcoming environment, and that is 
a very important part of Youth Ministry. 
Being a witness to Christ is also an important 
element, so every time our youth see you 
attending and participating in Mass, you are 
taking part in Youth Ministry. 

Sr. Joan and I are coordinating some 
opportunities for our Middle and High School 
youth to grow more in their faith. The first 
will be Wednesday, October 3 rd , 7:00 - 8:30 
p.m. for Middle School students, grades 6-8. 
The next is Wednesday, October 17 th , 7:00 -
